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FOUR SCORE DEAD 


BRIDGE CRASH 


Great Cantilever Structure Across 


St. Lawrence Near Quebec Car- 


ries Workmen Down 


Quebec, Aug. 30.—According to a j 


statement given out today by officials 
of the Quebec Bridge company, the 
number of dead as a result of the col- 
lapsing of the Quebec 
bridge last 


night is at least seventy-eight. 
They 


say that fourteen bodies have been re- 
covered, nine men were rescued alive 
and sixty-four are still unaccounted 
for. 


The Phoenix Bridge company has 


been making every possible effort to 
secure the names of the victims, and 
Supt. Wachit said that a full list of 
the victims would be given" out this 
evening. 


Daybreak reveals the fact that the 


collapse of the bridge was not caused 
by any failure in the masonry work, 
as was' supposed 
last night. 
The 


piers and buttresses stand firm and 
sound in the midst of an inconceiv- 
able mass of iron and steel. Jesse J. 
Ness, who works on one of the big 
electric cranes, said today that a week 
ago the steel at the base of the south 
side, the foremost pier, had buckled ' 
slightly, but no one had considered 
this as a serious menace, since the 
outer end of the big half arch reached 
ISO feet' in the air and seemed per- 
fectly rigid. 
- 


The terrific drop of the great steel 


structure from 180 feet above the sur- 
face of the river crushed the bodies 
of many of the workmen in a fright- 
ful manner, and it is feared that many 
of them will never be found. 


Many of the dead were Americans, 


brought here by the Phoenix Bridge 
company, of-Phoenixville, Pa., which 
had the" contract for the Iron work of 
the bridge.

Early today rowboats were sent out 


to examine the superstructure show- 
ing above the water to ascertain if 
any of. the workmen were imprisoned 
in the mass of twisted ironwork. None 
were found alive. Just below the sur- 
face of the water two- bodies were 
seen, 
but it will 
be impossible to 


reach them until the tide goes out. 
Both the local and the dominion 
thorities have taken steps to investi- 
gate the cause of the disaster and, if 
possible, affix -the responsibility. Some 
of the workmen express the belief 
that the anchor pier gave way under 
the tremendous strain of the over- 
hanging steel work.

Memory Work in Schools. 


Prof. Grawn then spoke on "Mem- 


ory Work 
in the Schools," telling 


what should be memorized, in what 
manner, that it may do the child the 
best good, and finally the great ad- 
vantages of memorizing work. Espe- 
ciallv a piece which has to be memor- 
ized "exactly, where the greatest care 
has to be taken with it. that is the 
kind that does the child the most 
good. In memorizing poems children 
are bound to become acquainted with 
good diction and good thoughts. 
In 


support of this theory Prof. Grawn 
quoted many beautiful gems of poetry 
and brought out their fine spots. 


A Talk on Books. 


Dr. Armstrong's morning talk was 


based on "Love of Good Books." 
He 


related the many benefits which could 
be derived from the reading of high 
class literature, such as knowledge, 
friends, culture, recreation, prepara- 
tion for social intercourse, comfort 
and inspiration. He spoke at length 
on the fact that love for books must 
not be only apparent, but genuine.

was not a ripple on the smooth sur- 
face of the St. Lawrence as it swept 
alone; toward the gulf. 


Only a few of the dead were resi- 


dents of Quebec. They were employed 
by the contracting firms which are 
building the structure and 
most of 


them lived in the United States, many 
of them in Pennsylvania. 


At 10 o'clock tonight sixteen bodies 


had been picked up and of the eight 
rescued men now in theLevis hospital, 
two are not expected to live through- 
out the night. 


Relief Expeditions Sent Out. 


The contractors' office on 'each side 


of the St. Lawrence at the point where 
tVe bridge fell were the first to send 
:li<! news of the disaster' to Quebec. 
There are no hospitals 
in the im- 


mediate vicinity of Levis and few 
physicians could be obtained. 


Relief expeditions were fitted out at 


once and sent across the river at this 
point by the electric cars and on up 
the other side of the St. Lawrence by 
teams. 
The Quebec hospitals were 


all called upon to send all the physi- 
cians they could spare. 


The bridge was being built by the 


Quebec Bridge company, a' local con- 
cern, and its construction was started 
three years ago. The steel work, 
which was the feature of the bridge, 
was being done by the Phoenix Bridge 
company, of Phoenixville, Pa. 


Was Giant Among Bridges. 


The St. Lawrence river cantilever 


bridge was designed to be one of the 
most gigantic structures of its kind 
ever erected, 
a twentieth century 


marvel of bridge building. It was in- 
tended to be both a railroad and high- 
way bridge, with accommodation be- 
tween the two trusses for two steam 
railways, two electric car lines and 
two driveways for vehicles, while out- 
side the trusses provisions were made 
for two sidewalks hanging over, the 
St. Lawrence. 
In 
design and 
construction 
the 


bridge offered an engineering problem 
of the 
greatest 
magnitude fraught 


with immense difficulties. 


The design of the bridge called for 


a total length from center to center 
of anchorage piers of nearly 3,000 feet, 
comprising two 500 feet anchor spans 
extending from the anchor piers to 
the main piers of the towers, two 560 
feet cantilever arms reaching out over 
the river and carrying between a cen- 
tral suspended span, measuring 670 
feet. 


This enormous span is the striking 


feature of the design. It is longer 
than any simple pin connected truss 
span ever erected. The 
cantilever 


span arms and the central span to- 
gether form a channel ninety 
feet 


Fonger than the bridge across the Riv- 
er Forth at Edinburgh, hitherto the 
longest 
cantilever 
bridge in exist- 


ence. 
The total dead weight of the struc- 


ture is estimated at 40,000 tons, and 
one of the difficult problems confront- 
ing its designers was to keep the 
weight and size of the enormous indl- 


I vidual members down to a point at 
i which they could be transported from 
' the shops "of the Phoenix Bridge com- 


pany at Philadelphia to the site of the 
big bridge. 
In many cases the members are so 


large that they tested the limit of ca- 
pacity of the huge machines by which 
they were made. 


Bridge Discussed for Fifty Years. 
The construction of a bridge across 


the St. Lawrence at or near Quebec 
has been the subject of several pro- 
jects during the last half century. No 
definite plan-was arrived at, however, 
until 1S97. when a company finally 
was formed and a site chosen, about 
siy miles west of the city. The great 
width of the St. Lawrence opposite 
Quebec and unfavorable submarine 
conditions at that point necessitated 
the choice of a site so far from the 
city.

gate. 
Constitution, 
perhaps 
better 


known as "Old Ironsides." may be 
brought to Washington and anchored 
in tp.e Potomac. At present the old 
boat lies at anchor off the navy yard 
at Boston, but the authorities there 
are so pressed for room in which to 
dock vessels which are undergoing 
repairs that the department has been 
considering several plans for taking 
the ship to some other station. Act- 
ing Secretary Newberry suggested to 
Governor Guild that the people of his 
state raise a fund by popular sub- 
scription and maintain the Constitu- 
tion as a naval museum somewhere 
in Back bay, where she could easily 
be seen. Other suggestions as to her 
disposition contemplate bringing the 
vessel to "Washington 
or Annapolis.

It is to be hoped the board will 
not only stand fast in opposition to 
further alterations o£ sidewalk lines, 
but will do what it can to correct cer- 
tain streets where there is now want 
of uniformity.

Flanagan's next step, it is declared 


by his intimates, will be to raid pro- 
gressive euchre and bridge whist 
parties in fashionable homes, where 
prizes are offered contestants. 
He 


holds this to be a form of gambling, 
which he has declared he will exterm- 
inate in every form in Logansport. 


Society women declare . they will 


place lookouts on their front porches 
and believe they will be safe 
from 


molestation it they see Flanagan first. 


After being out four minutes in the
